CDSE/NCC/Airmen. Candidates who apply for Air Force 
through more than one source will be tested ./interviewed at 
Air Force Selection Board* only once for Air Force as well 
as other arm* of services. Common candidate who fail in 
IlfS-R/PAB tWt as an NCC or Airman candidate will be 
called again for OJ-Q testing for Army/Navy/OTA only, if it 
4 found ffiat he has applied through CDS Exam- also. 

2. Detailing for Training —candidates recommended by the 
AFSBs and found medically fit by appropriate medical estab¬ 
lishment qre delated for training strictly on the basis of merit 
and availability of vacancies. Separate merit lists are pre¬ 
pared fpr Direct Entry, candidates through Ul'SC and for 
NCC candidates. The merit list for Direct Entry Flying 
(Pilot) candidates is based on the combined marks secured 
by the candidates ip the tests conducted by the UPSC and 
at the AF Selection Boards. "Die merit list for NQC candi¬ 
dates is prepared on rtje basis of marks secured by them at 
AFSB?, 

3. Training-—The appropriate duration of training for Fly¬ 
ing (Branch (Pilots) at the Air Force Academy will be 75 
weeks. 


Insurance cover djuring Flying Training— 

Air Force Group insurance Society would pay Rs. 35,OQO/- 
as ex-gratia award to the next-of-kin of a flight cadet drawn 
from Civil life and undergoing flying training in an unfortu¬ 
nate eventuality. In case, flight cadet undergoing flying 
training is medically invalidated boarded out, he would be 
paid Rs. 20,000/- as ex gr,atia ward for 1,00% disability and 
this reduces proportionately upto 20%. 

Once flight cadets are granted pay and allowances by 
Government, the death cover would be Rs. 50,000/- and the 
disability cover would be Rs. 25.00/- for 100% disability. 
This cover would be provided bv AFGIS on payment of 
monthly nom-refiuidablf contribution olf Rs. 76/- by each 
flight cadet undergoing flying training for which member¬ 
ship would bp cotqpulsory. 

Conditions governing Financial Assistance : 

(i) While the cost of training including atccoqiodations, 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be 
borne by Government candidates will be expected to meet 
their pocket expenses themselves. The minimum expenses at 
the Air Force Academy are net likely to exceed Rs. 90.00 
per mensem. If a cadet’s parent ,or guardian is uqgUe to 
meft wholly/partly even this expenditure, financial assistance 
may be granted by the Government. No cadet whose parent 
or gjuarffian has an income of Rs. 750/- or above per month 
would be eligible for the grant of the financial assistance. 
She: immovable property and other assets and Mtcmnp from 
all sources are also taken into adcount for determining the 
eligibility for financial asistance. The patent /guardian of 
a candidate desirous of having any financial assistance, 
should immediately, aifter his son/ward has been finally 
selected for tjraipmg at the Air Force Academy, submit an 
application through the District Magistrate of his district who 
will, with his recommendations, forward the application to 
the Commandant, Air Force Academy, Red Field. Coimba¬ 
tore,

4. Career Prospects. 

After successful completion of training the candidates pass 
out in the rank of Pilot Officer and become entitled to the 
pay and allowance of the rank. At the existing rates. Offi¬ 
cers erf the Flying Branch get approximately Rs. 3700/- p.m. 
which includes flying pay of Rs. 1200/- p.m. Air Force Offers 
good career prospects though it varies from branch to branch. 

There are two types of promotions in the TAF i.e. grant 
of higher Acting rank and Substantive rank. Each high rank 
carries with it extra emolument. Depending on the number 
of vacancies one has a good number of chances to get 
promotion to the higher Acting rank. Time-scale promotion 
to the rank of Squadron leader and Wing Commander is 
granted after successful completion of 11 years of flying 
(Pilot) branch and 21 years of service respectively. Grant 
of higher rank from Wing Commander and above is by 
selection, carried out by duly constituted promotion Boards. 
Promising Officers have good chances of higher promotion,

Dearness and Compensatory Allowances — 

Officers are entitled to these allowances at the rates under 
condition applicable to civilian employees of Government 
of India. 

Kit Maintenance Allowance — Rs. 100/- p.m. 

Flying Pay-Officers of the flying branch are entitled to get 
Flying Pay at the following rates : 

Gp. Captain and below—Rs. 1200/- p.m, 

Air Commodore and above Rs. 900/- p.m. 

Qualification Pay —Officers of the rank of Wing Com¬ 
mander and below who have completed two or more years 


of commissioned service are eligible for qualification pay 
grant at prescribed rates in respect of certain specified qua¬ 
lifications. Rates of qualification, pay Rs, 70/-, 100/- and 
125/- and grants are Rs. 7,500/-, Rs, 5,625, RS. 3,000/- and 
Rs. 2.000/-. 

Expatriation A llowance —Ranging from 25 per cent to 
40 per cent (depending upon the rank held) of the Foreign 
Allowance admissible to single Third Secretary/Second Sec¬ 
retary/First Secretary/Counsellor, serving in the country 
where IAF officers are required to move as body of troop. 

Separation Allowance —Married Officers posted to Units/ 
Formations located at non-family stations/areas notified as 
such by Government for this purpose, where families are 
not permitted to accompany them will receive separation 
allowance of Rs. 140/- p.m. 

Outfit Allowance —Rs. 3,000/- initially (as modified from 
time to time) towards cost of uniform/cquipmcnt which an 
officer has to possess : Rs. 3,000/- for renewal after every 
seven years. 

Camp Kit —Free issue at the time of commissioning.

Free rations are provided to officers of all ranks in the 
Air Force. 


(6) Leave and Leave Travel Concession Annual Leave— 
60 days a year. 

Casual Leave—20 days a year not more than 10 days at 
a time. 

Officers and their families are entitled to free conveyance 
when proceedings on annual/casual leave irrespective of its 
duration one year after commissioning. Once In a block of 
two years, commencing from January 1971 the conveyance 
is admissible from place of duty (unit) to home. The year 
in which this concession is not availed of, free conveyance 
for a distance of 1450 Kms each wav is admissible for 
self, wife and children. 

In addition officers of Flying Branch employed on regular 
flying duties in vacancies in authorised establishment are 
allowed, while proceeding on leave once every year on 
warrant a free rail journey in the appropriate class upto a 
total distance of 1600 Kms. for the forward and return jour¬ 
neys both inclusive. 

Officers when travelling on leave at their own expenses 
are entitled to travel by entitled class or lower class on pay¬ 
ment of 60 percent of the fare for self, wife and children 
from unit to any place within India on 6 on© way journey 
Form 'D' in a calendar year. Two of these Form T>’ may 
be availed of for the entire family. In addition to wife and 
children family includes parents, sisters and minor brothers 
residing with and wholly dependent upon the officers. 

7. Pensionary Benefits 

Retiring Pension : The minimum period of qualifying 
service required for retiring pension is 20 years (without 
weightage). Retiring pension shall be calculated at 50% 
of the average of emoluments reckonable for pension (i.e. 
pay, rank pay and nonpractising allowance, if any) drawn 
by the officer during the last 10 months of his service. The 
amount so determined shall be maximum of Rs. 4,500/- per 
month and shall be the retiring pension for 33 years of re¬ 
ckonable qualifying service (i.e. actual service rendered 4- 
servicc weightage in years admissible). For lessor years of 
reckonable qualifying service, this amount shall be pro¬ 
portionately reduced and the retiring pension in no case shall 
be less than Rs. 375/- per month. 

8 . Retiring Gratuity 

Retiring Gratuity : The minimum period of qualifying 
service for earning retiring gratuity is 10 years (without 
weightage). The retiring gratuity shall be admissible at a 
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uniform rate of 1/2 a month’s emoluments for each com¬ 
pleted six monthly period of qualifying service. The emo¬ 
luments for this purpose shall be pay, rank pay and non- 
practising allowance, (if any) last drawn by the officer. 


In addition to pension or gratuity a death-cum-retirement 
gratuity, equal to l/4th of emoluments for each completed 
six months period of qualifying service plus a weightage of 
5 years subject to maximum of 16 1/2 times of the emolu¬ 

ments not exceeding Rs. 1 lakh is admissible In case, of 
death while in service the amount of death-cum-retirement 
gratuity will be as follows :— 

(a) two months pay, if death occurs in the first year 
of service. 


(b) six months pay, if death occurs after the first year 
but before completion of five years. 


(c) minimum of 12 months pay. if death occurs after 
five years but before completion of 20 years. 

(d) minimum 12 months pay and maximum 33 months 
pay, subject to the condition that the amount of 
Death-cum-retirement gratuity shall in no case ex¬ 
ceed Rs. 1 lakh, if death occurs after 20 years or 
more. 

Disability pension and Special Family Pensionary award, 
including awards to children and dependents (parents, bro¬ 
thers and sisters), are also payable in accordance with the 
prescribed rules. 

9. Other Privileges : 

The officers and their families are entitled to free medi¬ 
cal aid, accommodation on concessional rent, group Insu¬ 
rance scheme, group housing scheme, family assistance 
scheme, canteen facilities etc. 
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
